WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 
(UPI) — Key congressional 
Democrats openly questioned 
today the ability of President 
Eisenhower to balance the 1960 
federal budget at 77 billion 
dollars without a general tax 
increase.

Index Hits 123.9 Pct. of 1947-49 Base 
Level — Factory Workers’ Spendable 
Income Also Rises.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23— 
The cost of living rose two- 
tenths of 1 per cent in No- 
vember, regaining the record 
level reached last July, the 
Government announced today. 
Commissioner of Labor Sta- 
tistics Ewan Clague said the 
November consumer price in- 
dex was 123.9 per cent of the 
1947-49 base period, equaling 


than in November, 1957. 

Spendable earnings of fac- 
tory workers, however, rose to 
a new dollar record last month. 
Clague said this “more than 
offset the rise in the consumer 
price index and boosted the 
factory worker's buying power 
by more than 11% per cent over 
the month.” 

An increase in prices of 1959 


Eisenhower’s announced goal 
of ending mountainous federal 
deficits as admirable, but they | 
doubted that the Government 
would take in enough extra 
revenue to do the job in fiscal 
1960. 

The President, although he 


proposed increased defense 
spending, promised he would 
not ask for a general tax hike. 
He said the budget would call 
for higher postal rates and gas- 
oline taxes, however. 


Figures a Month Early. 


In a direct challenge to the 
strong Democratic Congress to 
refrain from heavy new spend- 
ing, Mr. Eisenhower issued the 
rare budget preview yesterday 
nearly a month before it was 
scheduled to go to Capitol 
Hill. 

“It will be a balanced budg- 
et,” the Pregident said. ““Reve- 
nues and expenditures will be 
in the general area of 77 bil- 
lion dollars.” 

The Chief Executive said re- 
ductions in total spending—ex- 
pected to pass 80 billion dol- 
lars this year—would be ac- 
complished in the new budget 
partly Gp the ending of tem- 
porary programs in agriculture, 
unemployment insurance and 
housing. Savings in this cate- 
gory were estimated at more 
than two and a half billion 
dollars. 

What interested the Dem- 
ocrats, however, was the bright 
revenue picture painted by Mr. 
Eisenhower.

“The current situation is not 
one in which we find strong in- 
flationary factors, Clague said.

ARCHITECT SEEKS 
NEW HOME FOR 24 
CAPITOL COLUMNS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 
(UPI) — Capitol architect J. 
George Stewart has 24 ten-ton 
sandstone columns on his hands 
and no clear idea what he’s go- 
ing to do with them. 

The columns form part of 
the Capitol east front which is 
being dismantled and extended. 
Work began yesterday on the 
removal of the central portion 
of the portico which contains 
18 of the 24-foot columns. 
Three from each side already 
have been taken down. 

When the east front is reas- 
sembled 32 feet forward from 
it present location, 
columns of marble will replace 
the sandstone pillars. 

The columns are too valuable 
historically to be sliced up for

Cannon Is Skeptical. 


One of the most influential 
Democrats in the field of fed- 
eral finance, Chairman Clar- 
ence Cannon, Missouri, of the 
House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, said he was skeptical of 
Mr. Eisenhower's anticipated 
savings and found “no evidence 
that revenues will be up to 
what he expects.” 

Chairman Harry F. Byrd of 
the Senate Finance Committee, 
another powerful Democratic 
figure, was more laudatory 
than Cannon of Mr. Eisenhow- 
er’s economy objective. But 
Byrd questioned whether there 
would be enough revenue to 
make a balanced budget pos- 
sible. 

“It sounds pretty good and 
I'm very much gratified,” said | 
Byrd, a long-time advocate of | 
reduced federal spending. “I 
hope Congress will sustain a 
balanced budget. At least, this 
is a step in the right direction. 
It's better than an unbalanced 
budget and it gives us some- 
thing to fight for.” 

Byrd added, in an interview, 
that he would be “surprised”’ if 
the Federal Government 
turned up an additional nine 
billions in revenue. 

The President did not spell 
out his proposal to increase 
postal rates and gasoline taxes.

MAN MILLIONAIRE 


TOKYO, Dec. 23 (AP)—QJu- 
taro Nagao was so hard up 25 
years ago the revenue collector 


took away 1237 acres of his | 


farm land for a $62.50 tax bill. 
A court recently gave the land 
back to Nagao, now 77 years 
old. 

The court action made him 
a potential millionaire, for the 
acreage is in the middle of the 
Chitose Air Base in nofthern 
Japan, used by United States 
and Japanese forces. Estimat- 
ed value is. $2,777,000. 

The government auctioned | 
off the land in 1933 for the 
taxes of $62.50. Nagao took 
the case to court. While the | 
judicial wheels slowly turned, 
the land passed through vari- 
ous hands and back to the gov- 
ernment, which used it as a 
prewar navy air base. 

After the war, the govern- 
ment leased the whole military 
area of 16,105 acres to the 
United States Army and later 
to the United States Air Force. 

Nagao’s suit at length | 
reached the Sapporo higher 
court, final arbiter in the case. | 
The court awarded him title to 
the property. 

Nagao will seek rental from 
the government retroactive to 
1945, when United . States 
authorities moved in. He may. 
even sell the land if the price 
is right.

COULD CARRY ALL 
U,5. MESSAGES 


Atlas Proves Feasibility 
of System of Fast 
Jam-Proof Com- 
munications.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23— 
The new “talking satellite” has 
demonstrated the feasibility of 
a revolutionary communica- 
tions system in which three 
satellites could handle all the 
global messages of the United 
States Government. 

This advance In communica- 
tions was cited by Defense De- 
partment officials yesterday as 
'one of the major results of the 
satellite communications 
periments. 

Officials in the Defense De- 


partment’s Advanced Research | 


Projects Agency, which is spon- 
soring the Atlas experiment, 
were looking forward to using 
relay stations in space for 
reliability and speed in global 
communications. 

Could Take NATO Messages. 

An indication of the capa- 
bility of the communications 
satellite was the statement by 
an Advanced Research Project 
Agency spokesman that the 
new satellite could be designed 
to handle all the daily com- 
munications traffic between 
Washington and North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization headquar- 
ters in Paris. 

The spokesman also foresaw 
a day when three satellites 
could handle all civil as well as 
military communications of the 
Government, thereby eliminat- 
ing the need for a series of 
ground relay stations and 
powerful transmitters. 

The three satellites would be 
placed in orbit 22,000 miles 
above the earth. At this alti- 
tude they would remain over 
the same spot on earth because 
their period of orbit would be 
the same duration as the 24- 
hour revolution of the earth. 

Messages then could be 
transmitted at ultra-high 
speeds to the stationary com- 
munications satellites' and re- 
layed by them@to various 
points on earth. 

Courier Satellites Planned. 

Aside from such stationary 
communications satellites, the 
research agency is also looking 


forward to development of 
smaller courier satellites, 
which, like the Atlas, would 


be able to record messages and 
then drop them off as they 
circle the earth. 

From the _ standpoint of 
global communications, the 
space relay stations will have

don't want to get mixed up 
in it again. As long as they 
can't agree among themselves | 
on what St. Louis needs on the 
earnings tax, there’s no point 
in my trying to help. 

“If they can get together on 
a reasonable bill. then I'll be 
glad to do whatever I can.” 


Wants Ceiling Removed. 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
recently told city legislators 
that St. Louis will renew ef- 
forts in the new session of the 
state assembly to remove the 
earnings tax rate ceiling of 
one-half of 1 per cent. He and 
Comptroller John H. Poelker 
asserted additional municipal 
revenues are necessary because 
the city will end the current 
fiscal year with a deficit of 
about $1,500,000. 

Under the city’s proposal, 
the state enabling act would be 
amended to eliminate the tax 
ceiling. This would permit sub- 
mission to city voters of a 
charter amendment to increase 
the tax up to 1 per cent. Adop- 
tion of such an amendment 
would require a_ three-fifths 
majority 

State Senator Robert Pent- 
land (Dem.) of St. Louis said 
today he would oppose any 
attempt to increase the tax un- 
less the iaw is amended to re- 
quire deductions for depend- 
ents. or unless the tax is levied 
on a sliding scale depending 
upon income. The city has op- 
posed such changes in the past, 
asserting that the administra- 
tive costs would be excessive. 

Suggests Graduated Tax. 

Pentland said he thought 
exemptions should be allowed 
for each earnings taxpavers, as 
well as deductions for depend- 
ants. If this not done, he 
suggested that the earnings tax 
rate be fixed at one-half of 1 
per cent on annual income up 
to $5000; three-fourths of 1 per 
cent on incomes up to $7500 
a year, and 1 per cent on in- 
comes in excess of $7500. 

Pentland said he did not 
think small wage earners 
should be taxed at the same 
rate as persons with large in- 
comes. 

Other St. Louis legislators 
have said they believe a ceiling 
should be retained in the state 
enabling act. Some favor in- 
creasing it: to three-fourths or 
four-tifths of 1 per cent, oth- 
ers to 1 per cent. 

Killed by Amendment. 

At the specia] session last 
spring, the Senate amended the 
city’s bill to provide a new 
ceiling of three-fourths of 1 
per cent. The measure was 
killed, however, after the Sen- 
ate adopted an amendment to 
limit any tax increase to resi- 
dents of St. Louis, and retain 
the present tax of one-half of 
one per cent on the income 
earned in St. Louis by non- 
residents.

Western experts generally 


agree that all these things hap- 
pening almost at once suggest 
that a major earthquake is go- 
ing on, or is at least foreseen, 
somewhere in the Communist 
half of the world. There is no 
other easy explanation of 
Khrushchev’s haste to consoli- 
date his own power. For that 
matter, there is no other easy 
explanation of Khrushchev's 
apparent haste to inflict the 
most shattering defeat on the 
West. since he will be so much 
better placed to threaten Ber- 
lin a little later on, when the 


period of the missile gap be- | 


gins in earnest. 
Why in Such a Hurry? 

But why is Khrushchev in 
such a hurry, when there is no 
apparent reason to expect serl- 
ous trouble within the Soviet 
Union? The answer of experts 
familiar with Chinese condi- 
tions is that the earthquake’s 
epicenter is in China. These 
men are inclined to believe 
that the argument about the 
rural communes reveals a crisis 
that can hardly be resolved 
until China has been bathed in 
blood. 

There is little doubt that the 
Chinese have now reached the 
point Stalin reached in the 
first five-year plan, when he 
collectivized Soviet agriculture. 
In other words, the Chinese 
Communists are unable to fi- 
nance their program of forced 
industrialization any longer, 
without severely depressing 
the standard of life. To do this, 
they must sternly take in hand 
the countryside, where most of 
China‘s nationa] income is still 
produced. 

The character of the rural 
communes themselves casts fur- 
ther light. Their most extraor- 


dinary feature is what amounts | 


to military mobilization of all 
the peasant manpower in 


China. at a fearful cost for all | 


concerned. There can be no 
point in this unless there is an 
actual shortage of manpower 
to maintain agricultural out- 
put. This is the only possible 
reason why the Chinese have 
found it necessary to go so 
much further than Stalin did. 

If there is such a shortage 
of manpower to till the fields, 
it car only mean that the Chi- 
nese Communists have been 
trying to carry out their pro- 
gram of industrialization by 


the historic Chinese method of | 
gigantic corvees of forced la-| 


bor. The use of forced labor 
on a staggering scale is noth- 
ing new in China. Up to a 
point, it works miracles, as 
anyone can testify who saw the 
airfields for the B-29s being 
| built during the war by a cor- 
vee totaling 600,000 men and 
women. 
Mass Murder. 

But beyond a certain point, 
the workers in the corvees can- 
not easily be fed. At this point, 
the excessive use of labor cor- 
vees amounts to mass murder 
Given the lowness of the 
Chinese standard of living, an 
intentional depression of the 
living standard to finance 
industrialization must also 
amount to mass murder 

In the similar period of Rus- 
sian history, Stalin was in ef- 
fect driven to kill something 
like 15,000,000 of his own peo- 
ple in cold blovud. This was his 
hecatomb or mass offering on 
the altar of the power of the 
state. For the same purpose, 
but under much more difficult 
conditions, the Chinese rulers 
| are, too, likely to have to kill 

not just millions, but many 
| tens of millions. 
It appears, in fact, that just 
‘those ghastly conditions are 
being intentionally created, 
which no Chinese government 
in the past 4000 years, how- 
ever powerful or totalitarian, 
has ever survived for very 
long. If this is indeed the case, 
then the earthquake will be 
terrible and its outcome will be 
quite unpredictable. Whether 
or not the system survives, its 
survival will be imperiled 
while the humans sacrifices 
continue to the new Moloch 
of industrial power. 

Maybe this analysis of the 
present situation in China is 
too pessimistic. Less is known 
today of what goes on in China 
than was Known of what went 
on in the Soviet Union in the 


early °30s, when the. whole 
world was deceived. At any 
rate, this analysis is founded 


on known Chinese facts. It 
logically locates the epicenter 


of the shocks which are so 
visibly affecting the whole 
Communist world-system. In 


short, it is a working explana- 
tion of a mystery of concern 
to everyone.

Challenge to Dr. Neilson 


It was an interesting coinci- 
dence that brought together in 
your Sunday issue a letter trom 
Dr. Neilson, president of the St. 
Louis Medical Society, and a re- 
view of Richard Carter's “The 
Doctor Business.” 

Both are critical of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, but from 
exactly opposite points of view. 
While Mr. Carter feels that the 
A.M.A. has unreasonably opposed 
:he development of insurance 
schemes to cover medical ex- 
yenses, Dr. Neilson objects to the 
A.M.A.’s ‘suggestion that physi- 
cians actively encourage the for- 
mation of such schemes for the 
eare of the elderly. 

Dr. Neilson expresses unqual- 
tfied satisfaction with the status 
quo, particularly in relation to 
the care of the elderly and in- 
jigent. Mr. Carter feels that an 
improvement of medical care in 
all fields would result from the 
growth of insurance schemes. 


I believe that many doctors in 
this country, without necessarily 
agreeing with Mr. Carter, do not 
share Dr. 
with the present state of things. 
Few can be entirely satisfied with 
the present treatment of the 
chronically sick, the elderly and 
the mentally ill, or with the lack 
of rehabilitation of those who 
wave been acutely sick or injured. 

There is one particular state- 
ment of Dr. Neilson’s which I be- 
lieve should not pass without 
shallenge. Referring to a “mass 
snsurance project.” he writes, 
“This would result in medical 
care which quickly loses its ini- 
tiative and all the other qualities 
that go with the private enter- 
prise system with its eagerness 
ahd energy to find ways and 
means of conquering disease.” 

The implication of this state- 
ment is to me a surprising one. 
It is that physicians working in 
large scale insurance schemes are 
less eager and energetic in their 
treatment of disease and in their 
interest in research. 

If this were the case, 
it would represent the 
reflection on the motives of such 
doctors. It would mean, for in- 
stance, that British and Australian 
physicians, working in National 
Health Insurance plans, give some- 
thing less than the best service 
t their patients, and do so be- 
cause they work on a salaried 
Dasis rather than charging their 
own fees. 

L think that Dr. Neilson’s state- 
ment should not be aceepted with- 
out good evidence that its impli- 
cations are in fact true.

The Fletcher Ouster 


Three conclusions bearing on the future of 
the St. Louis public school system can be 
drawn from Circuit Judge McMillian’s finding 
that Building Commissioner George H. Fletch- 
er is guilty of gross misconduct and shall be 
removed from office. 

First, Dr. James J. McCaffery, School 
Board member and former board president, 
ought to depart from the schools hand-in-hand 
with Mr. Fletcher if public confidence in the 
board is to be restored. A substantial part of 
the evidence on which Judge McMillian 
found gross misconduct on Mr. Fletcher's part 
is virtually the same evidence on which Cir- 
cuit Judge David J. Murphy on Nov. 7 let Dr. 
McCaffery off the hook in an ouster suit. 

The case against Dr. McCaffery, as in part 
the case against Mr. Fletcher, was based on 
the use of School Board employes under Mr. 
Fletcher's jurisdiction to redecorate a resi- 
dence owned by Dr. McCaffery’s son. At the 
time the work was done Dr. McCaffery was 
president of the board, 

Judge McMillian found that Mr. Fletcher 
had falsely and fraudulently certified payrolls 
for this work, adding that the evidence “points 
out a concerted, studied and deliberate scheme 
to defraud and steal the monies and properties 
entrusted to the Board of Education. The 
architect of this ill-conceived plan was identi- 
fied of record as the president of the Board 
of Education.” In plain words, it was Dr. 
McCaffery.

Second, it seems crystal clear that Mr. 
Fletcher has been the willing tool of a majori- 
ty of the 12-member board, which for the 
last 15 months or so has been dominated by 
members who owe their seats to the city’s 
Democratic ward bosses. The three plaintiffs 
in the suit, Board Members Louis H. Antoine, 

Daniel L. Schlafly and Oscar A. Ehrhardt, 
went to court when they were unable to per- 
suade a sufficient number of others on the 
board to join in discharging Mr. Fletcher, as 
the board was free to do. 

Where Mr. Fletcher hired and fired in his 
1200-employe patronage empire, he did so 
many times not because of the dictates of his 
own individual judgment but to please his 
patrons on the board and in the wards. The 
ward chieftains had put the board members 
in office and the members in turn had hired 
Mr. Fletcher. Some of them then provided the 
very occasions. for his misconduct, and to that 
extent they must share his burden. Board 
Member Charles J. Dyer was among those 
who testimony indicated applied political 
pressures on Fletcher.

Third, the political composition of the 
board being what it is, there is every likeli- 
hood that Mr. Fletcher's successor in the 
$15,000-a-year post will be subject to the 
same influences, although he should be more 
careful to keep his skirts clean. Mr. Fletcher 
himself came to the job in July 1956 as suc- 
cessor to V. Harry Rhodes because Mr. Rhodes 
had fallen into political disfavor with the 
board’s ruling clique and he was dumped. 

The simplest method of keeping the school 
svstem clean, of avoiding cases like those of 
Mr. Fletcher and Dr. McCaffery and some of 
his colleagues, is the election of a board 
whose overriding interest is the welfare of 
the 90,000 cmidren in the classrooms, not 
the 1200 jobs in the Building department. 

Four of the board’s 12 seats automatically 
become vacant every two years in odd-num- 
bered years. The final date for filing for the 
four seats that will be at stake next April, in- 
cluding Dr. McCaffery’s and Mr. Dyer’s, is 
Jan. 29, a little more than a month from now. 

If the Fletcher ouster stimulates a move- 
ment to persuade more first-class candidates 
such as Mr. Schlafly to file as alternatives to 
the usual dreary crop of “regular” candidates, 
the school system could be in for better days. 
If not, it may face more scandal. 


Bridges to Understanding 


If the defeat of Brooks Hays for re-election 
to Congress from Little Rock was one of the 
black marks on-the record of the year 1958— 
and it was—the testimonial dinner in Repre- 
sentative Hays’s honor in Washington was 
one of its very brightest spots. Six hundred 
and fifty people filled a hotel ballroom to pay 
tribute to the racial moderate. Many who 
could not obtain tickets for the dinner stood 
around the walls. Adlai E. Stevenson who was 
one of the sponsors, Senator Fulbright of Ar- 
kansas, and Vice President Nixon were among 
the score of civic leaders who sent telegrams 
from over the nation. As Mr. Nixon said, Mr. 
Hays's ‘outstanding reputation was enhanced 
rather than tarnished by defeat.” 

But it remained for the man who was de- 
feated last November by an eleventh-hour 
appeal to racial prejudice to lift the occasion 
to its highest level. Quoting Lincoln, Mr. Hays 
said that he has “not suffered from the South 
but with the South.” The North-South divi- 
sion in the country on the desegregation issue, 
he said, should “spur us to building bridges 
of understanding and dispelling fears and 
antagonisms.” Then he cited the support 
which has come to him from every state in the 
Union as evidence that the moderate cause 
is right and will win. 

Dr. Dale Alford, thanks to the Faubus strat- 
egy, defeated Brooks Hays at the polls. But 
Brooks Hays, victim of a bitter purge, stands 
higher now than before. History will show 
him the eventual winner in the fight for fair- 
ness and reasonableness. 


France’s ‘Strong’ President 


Charles de Gaulle’s expected and over- 
whelming victory in the French electoral col- 
lege gives that nation the strong man it seems 
to want in the strong new office he had 
tailor-made for his own substantial proportions. 

Under the De Gaulle “strong executive 
constitution, he will have pawer to appoint a 
premier without the necessity of bringing par- 
liament into the picture; te demand reconsid- 
eration of bills he does not like and even to 
submit them to a popular referendum; to dis- 
solve the National Assembly and, under cer- 
tain conditions, to assume full power of the 
State. 

De Gaulle has what he always said was es- 
sential to the proper management of French 
affairs. The big questions now, as they have 
been, are how prudently he will employ his 
tools of office; and, even granting a restrained 
use of the powers of the state, whether some 
of his problems—especially Algeria—can be 
solved on acceptable terms. 

The recent Algerian elections in a way have 
made the General's task more difficult, for 
the 71 Algerian deputies are virtually all 
pledged to a policy of closer integration 
with France. There are no spokesmen for 


Algerian independence, and no channels for 
negotiation with the Algerian nationalists. 
Some observers believe that, lacking room for 
maneuvering, De Gaulle may have to ignore 
the Algerian deputies and the Assembly itself 
and rule by decree. 

For the moment, France has entrusted the 
great decisions to its wartime hero. The na- 
tion will have seven years of President Charles 
de Gaulle. The burden of his victory has yet 
to be carried. | 


Literally Beyond Compare 


On its surface the new Russian budget has 
a comparatively peaceful look, and offers the 
Communists propaganda ‘opportunities to 
question. the United States. How can the 
Soviet Union spend only 14 per cent of its 
budget for military purposes, for example, 
when half the American budget is spent for 
such purposes? 

The answer, of course, is that no compari- 
son between the budgets of the two nations 
can be made accurately. The Soviet budget 
contains divergent and hidden items (so does 
ours, to an extent) and, more important, the 
Kremlin’s bookkeeping covers a far greater 
range of activity. It includes much of the 
industrial capitalization which, in this coun- 
try, is outside the federal budget and in pri- 
vate hands. 

In part, Russia’s socialist budget covers 
the national effort to create a national prod- 
uct. Hence it would be somewhat more in- 
dicative to compare the Moscow budget with 
America’s gross national product. American 
defense spending represents only 10 per cent 
of that product, which is less than the ratio 
of military spending admitted by Russia. 

Despite the difficulties of comparison, there 
are many revealing items in the Kremlin’s 
budgetary plans. Spending for scientific re- 
search will rise for still another year, this 
time to nearly seven billion dollars at the 
official exchange rate. Thirteen per cent of 
the budget, or 23 billions, will be used for 
education. 

However accurate, these figures at least 
confirm the known Soviet emphasis on science 
and education. Only a totalitarian govern- 
ment can require a society to concentrate on 
such immediately non-productive fields at the 
expense of holding back the rise in living 
standards. But schools and laboratories are 
a profitable investment in the future, and 
should be particularly so for free nations 
with a free choice. 


Third Man Theme 


The incident pictured in the Mauldin car- 
toon on this page is not likely. to come to pass, 
but it illustrates an issue behind the East- 
ern and American airlines strikes which are 
making holiday travel unduly difficult. 

A key question is whether, in the jet planes 
of the future, the “third man” in the cockpit 
should be pilot-trained. The flight engineers 
striking against Eastern say he should not. 
The pilots, striking against American for 
higher wages and other things, say he should 
be a qualified pilot. Both groups have in 
mind what may happen to their jobs, and 
their unions, if the use of faster jet planes 
cuts down on the number of flights and jobs. 

This issue has been further complicated by 
two rulings from federal boards. An emer- 
gency fact-finding board appointed by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in the Eastern case recom- 
mended that the flight engineers be trained 
as pilots. Much later the Civil Aeronautics 
Board ruled that such flight training was not 
required, for safety reasons at least. With 
safety thus ruled out as an excuse for chang- 
ing the present arrangement, what is left is 
a purely jurisdictional argument, in which the 
airlines and the public are penalized. 

The pilots and the flight engineers, in our 
opinion, make much reference to the imme- 
diate disadvantages of technological progress 
and no reference to the likely future advan- 
tages. The oncoming jets may reduce the 
number of cockpit jobs at first. But if jet 
travel attracts more customers for the air- 
ways, more jobs will open up. 

That has been the general theme of techno- 
logical advances in the past and there is lit- 
tle reason to see a different ending to this 
third-man theme. If the pilots and engineers 
could see it that way, they would accept the 
CAB’s finding and the planes would fly again. 


Menorah at Christmas Time 


In the Holy Land, where Christmas began, 
a six-branched candelabra has been lighted on 
Mount Zion in Jerusalem. This is a menorah, 
great symbol of the Jewish faith. ‘It com- 
memorates the 6,000,000 Jews who died dur- 
ing Hitler’s rule in Europe. No greater viola- 
tion of the spirit of peace on earth, good will 


to men, ever occurred on this earth than that — 


genocide. The lights of the world almost went 
out in those years. Let them stay lighted now, 
on the menorah, on the Christmas tree and 
on all the altars of the human race. 


Even Worse in Missouri 

At a meeting with representatives of South- 
ern Illinois newspapers in East St. Louis, 
David Dodds Henry, president of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, said that “‘the key concern” 
at the university which he heads is the neces- 
sity for increasing faculty salaries. 

President Henry pointed out that salary in- 
creases at other major universities in the 
Middle West in the last half dozen years on 
the average have exceeded those at the Uni- 
versity of Illinojs. For that reason, he said, 
a large item in the 1959-61 budget, which will 
be submitted to the Legislature at Springfield 
next year, is designed to increase faculty com- 
pensation. The Illinois educator said that the 
trustees of the state university would do all 
they could fo keep outstanding teachers and 
scholars from being enticed away. 

If this is a key concern at the University of 
Illinois, think how much more it ought to be 
a concerf. at the University of Missouri. For 
salary scales at Columbia do not equal those 
at Urbana. President Elmer Ellis set forth 
the facts last year when a number of able 
teachers went from Missouri to the Univer- 
sity of Oregon, the University of Wiscon- 
sin and other institutions which are better 
supported financially. 

It is to be hoped that President Henry will 
succeed in his efforts to increase faculty sala- 
ries at the University of Illinois and that his 
success will spur the curators and legislators 
in Missouri to still greater effort than in the 
past. The University of Missouri has been 
known as a recruiting ground for outstanding 
teachers long enough. The time has come for 
it ta possess the means to keep the good men 
it develops.

Lippmann: Man Who Stands Apart 


How a Columnist Approaches His Work for 270 Newspapers Here and Abroad

Twice a week after breakfast, 
Walter Lippmann sequesjers him- 
self in the study of his ivy-clad home 
on Washington's sedate Woodley 
Road to write his syndicated column, 
“Today and Tomorrow.” 

“Today and Tomorrow” runs in 
the Oslo Morgenbladet, the Calcutta 
Hindustan Standard, the Tokyo Yo- 
miuri Shimbun, the Fayetteville 
Northwest Arkansas Times and some 
270 other papers in the U.S. and 
abroad, with a combined multi- 

lingual circulation 

estimated at 20 

af: million.

Behind those pronouncements lie 
45 years of uninterrupted heavy 
thinking. Walter Lippmann never 
stops thinking, not even when scram- 
bling around the Maine rocks at his 
summer place near Bar Harbor. 

“Walter,” fretted his wife one day 
as he tripped over a boulder, “look. 
Don’t think.” For Lippmann, this is 
the idlest advice. He cannot help 
thinking. Where other journalisis 
run after the news, Lippmann pre- 
fers to ponder it. 

For years the Lippmann headlight 
has focused on U.S. foreign policy. 
He stands a head above the field. A 
few other columnists, notably Joseph 
Alsop and Roscoe Drummond, reg- 
ularly thrash through the interna- 
tional thicket, but they go mainly as 
temporal critics and observers. Lipp- 
mann is critical, too, in the Olym- 
pian, undisputatious manner tran- 


‘Stille Nacht, Heilige 


A humble parish priest and a 
village schoolmaster-organist are the 
men responsible for one of the 
world’s most famous and beautiful 
Christmas hymns, “Silent Night.” 

The hymn, known and sung today 
the world over, was composed on 
Christmas Eve 140 years ago in the 
little Austrian town of Oberndorf, 
near Salzburg. 

For many years it was supposed 
that the hymn was a folk song. To- 
day, however, it is known to be the 
product of collaboration between a

young curate, the Rev. Joseph Mohr, 
and his organist, Franz Xavier 
Gruber. 


The organ of Oberndorf’s church— ‘ 


appropriately named St. Nicholas’— 
was broken on Christmas Eve, 1818. 
With the time for midnight Mass 
drawing near, Father Mohr was in a 
quandry for some hymn the congre- 
gation could sing without the or- 
gan’s accompaniment. 

But then the young priest pro- 
duced a poem which he had written 
and Gruber set to work feverishly 
to set it to music. The result of 
their eleventh hour collaboration was 
the beautiful song “Stille Nacht, 
Heilige Nacht” (Silent Night, Holy 
Nignt). 

ut the story does not end there. 
Days later an organ builder, Karl 
Mauracher, eame to Oberndorf to 


scending shifts in the policy line, 
substitutions in the diplomatic team 
and, all too often, the hard prac- 
ticalities of statesmanship, which 
must daily translate fine theories 
into action. 

Columnist Lippmann has spent a 
lifetime getting into cortical trim 
for his continuous act of cerebra- 
tion. The only child of well-to-do 
German-Jewish parents living in 
New York City, he was encouraged 
in his appetite for art, scholarship, 
travel abroad, and the intellectual 
ferment of the time. As a brilliant 
Harvard undergraduate, he fell into 
step briefly with the Fabian Social- 
ists, -a tepid movement whose very 
tepidity appealed to him. 

After graduation with honors ('10), 
Lippmann served a hitch as secre- 
tary to the Rev. George R. Lunn of 
Schenectady, New York State’s first- 
Socialist mayor. In 1914 he helped 
found The New Republic. During 
World War I he became, successively, 
a member of The Inquiry, Wilson's 
clandestine architects of the terms 
of peace, an intelligence agent in 
France, and the author of an inter- 
pretation of Wilson's Fourteen 
Points. 

In 1921 Lippmann was hired on 
Joseph Pulitzer’s New York World 
as an editorial writer, and subse- 
quently as editor. When the World 
died in 1931, Lippmann, by then au- 
thor of ten books and one of the 
most authoritative voices of liberal- 
ism in the U.S., was invited aboard 
the then staunchly conservative Her- 
ald Tribune as a bylined columnist. 
The invitation intrigued him. “It 
was absolutely a new idea,” he said. 
“It was the first time a paper had 
ever asked someone with opposite 
views to write for it.” 

During 27 years of association, the 
Herald Tribune has treated Column- 
ist Lippmann with awe-struck re- 
spect, even going so far as to pass a

repair the broken instrument at St. 
Nicholas’. He heard the villagers 
singing their new hymn, learned it 
himself and taught it to folk singers 
in another village. From there it 
spread all over the world. 

In later years, the true origin of 
the hymn became obscured and was 
all but forgotten. However, in 1854, 
the King of Prussia ordered his royal 
concert master, Ludwig Erk, to find 
out who had written it, 

By then Father Mohr was dead. 


But Erk located Gruber in another . 


Gruber wrote down 
the full six stanzas composed by the 
young priest years before, then

Today Lippmann is the most wide- 
ly quoted and acclaimed pundit in 
in the world; Pravda has reprinted 
at least one of his pieces verbatim; 
Historian James Truslow Adams sol- 
emnly declared after Lippmann 
joined the Tribune that “what hap 
pens to Lippmann in the next dec- 
ade may be of greater interest than 
what happens to any other single 
figure on the American scene.” 

Not all of his readers join in the 
paean of praise. Novelist James M. 
Cain, an associate on the ie said

A neutralist at 
heart, Lippmann 
Swears allegiance

lin, he went not as a newsman but 
as a 20th century dialectician. 

Walter Lippmann can wait peace- 
fully, unperturbed, for the golden 
rule of reason. A quarter-century 
ago he had this advice for graduat- 
ing seniors at Columbia University: 
“The world will go on: somehow, and 
more crises will follow. It will go 
on best, however, if among us there 
are men who have stood apart, who 
refysed to -be anxious or too much 
concerned, who were cool and in- 
quiring, and had their eves on a 
longer past and longer future.”

CHICAGO. Dec. 23—Casey 
Stengel set the pattern for 
such things, at least-in the 
sharpness of decision, when 
he went to the mound to yank 
Joe Page some years ago. 
The Yankee pitcher had 
walked a pair, allowed as 
many hits and Casey made 
up his mind. Page, of course, 
saw him coming and fell 
back on the old pitching 
cliche: “I’m not tired .. .!” 


“No,” said Stengel, reach- 
ing for the ball, “but I am!” 


That, in the essence, was 
how Notre Dame dismissed 
Terry Brennan. There was 
no public accusations, no 
charges of inability, no 
phrases of discontent. 

Actually, they even issued 
a long letter, telling what a 
fine fellow he was. But they 
fired him. To his everlasting 
credit, he wouldn’t quit. You 
can bet he was asked to re- 
sign to make both sides look 
good. But he didn’t. 


Told to Get Contract 


At the end of the 1957 
season, when the Irish fin- 
ished 7-3 with a national 
ranking, one. of Terry's 
brothers, who also is a lawyer, 
tried to talk Terry into de- 
manding a three-year pact in 
writing. 

“This is the time to do it,” 
was the gist of his remarks. 
But the Notre Dame mentor 
said no. 

They had to tell him, he 
wouldn't tell them. 

Brennan's father, a Mil- 
waukee attorney, has been 
more concerned about him 
than anybody knew. He felt 
his 30-year-old son was work- 
ing too hard, wearing him- 
self down in the Irish cause. 

People close to Terry have 
said repeatedly, “He looks 
like a ghost sometimes. 

This, of course, could be- 
get the thought that maybe 
Notre Dame’s Board of Ath- 
letic Control figured it might 
be doing him a favor by lift- 
ing the burden. 

It would be a nice way to 
look at it. But the obvious 
reaction of the majority will 
be that Notre Dame doesn’t 
want to lose so often, even 
gr-cefully. 


Plenty of Pressure 


On an afternoon, last fall, 
when Iowa's Forest Evashev- 
Ski wasn't worrying about 
his own problems, he said: 
“They've put a lot of pres- 
sure on that Brennan. They 
even made him rush George 
Izo into a starting job ‘at 
quarter) before he wanted 
to.” 

George Connor, former 
Irish All-America, said at the 
end of the 1958 season: “Even 
Frank Leahy couldn't have 
done a better job.” 

It is of no particular sig- 
nificance that Joe Kuharich 
is going back to Notre Dame 
on a four-year written agree- 
ment. He has been around 
long enough to count his 
fingers after a handshake. 

In signing Kuharich, the 
Irish front-office passed up 
Hughie Devore, another 
alumnus, who is freshman 
coach and has had pro expe- 
rience, 

They also overlooked Ber- 
nie Crimmins, who played at 
Notre Dame, roached Indi- 
ana and tutored the backfield 
under. Brennan. 

This poses an interesting 
sidelight to the dismissal of 
Terry. Was he let go be- 
cause of his own ineptitude 
or that of his staff? 

He made no bones about 
backing up the men he hired 
and long before he got the 
pink slip he was being told 
by some alumni, “You’re all 
right, but you ought to get 
some better assistants.” 

There was sporadic think- 
ing that Notre Dame had bet- 
ter material than was being 
utilized to full advantage. 

Presumably Notre Dame 
hopes to find, in Kuharich, 
a successful medium between 
the unyielding task-master of 
a Leahy and the follow-the- 
leader type of Brennan, who 
may have been mistaken in 
thinking that it no longer 
mattered too much, at Notre 
Dame, whether you won or 
lost .. . but how you played 
the game.

RECORD STATE ROAD 
"MAINTENANCE FUND 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 2% 
(AP)—The Missouri Highway 
Commission has approved a 
record maintenance budget of 
$25,850,000 for the next year— 
an increase of $1,550,000 over 
the 1958 figure. The money 
will be used to maintain 31,630 
miles of roads. 

In announcing the figures 
today, the Highway Depart- 
ment said the increased budget 
for next year was made neces- 
sary primarily because an ad- 
ditional 688'2 miles of roads 
have been brought under state 
maintenance and because costs 
have gone up. 

Routine maintenance and ma- 
terials will take $22,540,241 of 
the total amount; $1,500,000 
goes for snow removal and ice 
control; $600,000 for bridge 
maintenance; $500,000 for 
building maintenance; $200,000 
for signs and markers; $100,- 
000 to operate the main office 


/maintenance division: $30,000 
to operate the main office 
equipment division and $379.,- 
759 for emergencies. 


The commission published a 
handsome 62-page pamphlet to- 
day, full of charts and pictures 
backing up its recommenda- 
tion for a four and one half 
billion dollar 20-year expan- 
sion program. 

“The best efforts of 
souri and other states 
not been enough to meet the 
challenge.” the booklet. says. 
“Better highways are critically 
needed.” 

The charts show that an es- 
timated $4,652,000,000 will be 
needed during the 20-year 
period to improve and main- 
tain 32.892 miles of: roads. 

Looking back to the begin- 
nings of the Missouri highway

system more than 40 years 
ago, the booklet notes: 
“Missouri has come a long 


way in the development of its 
highway system—-yet it has not 
been enough. The economy of 
the state is strong and expand 
ing. The vital state highway

obsolete, overcrowded and cost- 
ly to maintain.” 

Linked with the study, titled 
“State Highway Needs—Today 
and Tomorrow.” is the High- 
way Commission's appeal to

solution

And it has now been estab- 
lished, from these seismograph- 
ic studies, that western Antarc- 
tica is  Getigntely . a continent.’

Boris Pasternak says he is sure 
“all will be well” with him 
despite the fiery anger in Rus- 
sia when his novel, “Doctor 
Zhivago,” won the Nobel prize. 

The _ white-haired, craggy- 
faced Russian poet and novel- 
ist talked animatedly about his 
book and the flood of mail it 
brought him from abroad when 
this reporter visited him at his 
home at Peredelkino vilage, 15 
miles from Moscow. 

He said “hundreds of let- 
ters” had come thus far from 
Europe, the United States and 
other countries, and about half 
of them would need answering. 
After that, he said, he intends 
to start another “major work” 
— although he is not sure 
whether it will be another 
novel. 

Must Be Publishable in Russia.

Loudest Voice at Stockholder Meetings 


Lewis Gilbert, Thorny Critic of Corporations, Loves Headlines—Scor 


Last of two articles on Lewis 
D. Gilbert, professional stock- 
holder and thorny critic of 
many corporate manage- 
ments. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23. 

YOU NEVER HEAR Lew 
Gilbert ask constructive ques- 
tions, some corporate execu- 
tives say. “He never asks how 
our research program is com- 
ing along; he just wants to

This reporter spent several 
hours of several days with 
Lewis D. Gilbert, loudest voice 
of the annual meeting, trying 
to find out what makes him 
tick, what motivates the man. 
The answer: I still don’t know. 
Gilbert denies that there is any 
personal gain involved. He ad- 
mits he loves headlines. He 
dotes on his fame and notor- 
iety. 

Yet there's the gleam of the 
zealot in his eye and the con- 
viction of the dedicated man in 
his mein when he talks about 
his cherished “corporate dem- 
ocracy,” the ultimate dream 
when stockholders, as owners, 
will have the final say in what 
managements do. 


He may, indeed, be dahger- 
ous. I know of more than one 
top management that con- 
sults him on such things as 
how high the executive sal- 
aries should be. There is 
danger here that salaries in a 
particular industry might be- 
come standardized because of 
the potential ire of Lew Gil- 
bert if they get too high or 
slip too low. 


In tracing the origins of his 
crusade, Gilbert feels it began 
with his first encounter with 
management, in 1932. 

The owner, through Inherit-

“Near Editor: I am 8 years 
old. Some of my little friends 
say there is no Santa Claus. 
Papa says ‘If you see it in the 
Sun it’s so.’ Please tell me the 
truth, is there a Santa Claus? 

Virginia O'Hanlon, 

115 West 95th street.” 

“Virginia, your little friends 
are wrong. They have been af- 
fected by the skepticism of a 
skeptical age. They do not be- 
lieve except they see. They 
think that nothing can be 
which is not comprehensible 
by their little minds. All minds, 
Virginia, whether they be 
men’s or children’s, are little. 
In this great universe of ours 
man is a mere insect, an ant, 
in his intellect, as compared 
with the boundless world about 
him, as measured by the in- 
telligence capable of grasping 
the whole of truth and knowl- 
edge. 

Yes, Virginia, there is a 
Santa Claus. He exists as cer- 
tainly as love and generosity 


would be as dreary as if there 
were no Virginias. There would 
be no childlike faith then. no 
poetry, no romance to make 
tolerable this existence. We 
should have no enjoyment, ex- 
cept in sense and sight. The 
eternal light with which child- 
hood fills the world would be 
extinguished. 

“Not believe in Santa Claus! 
You might as well not believe 
in fairies! You might get your 
papa to hire men to watch in 
all the chimneys on Christmas 
eve to catch Santa Claus, but 
even if they did not see Santa 


Claus coming down, what 
would that prove? 
Nobody sees Santa Claus, 


but that is no sign that there 
is no Santa Claus. The most 
real things in the world are 
those that neither children nor 
men can see. Did you ever see 
fairies dancing on the lawn? 
Of course not, but that’s no 
proof that they are not there. 
Nobody can _ conceive or 
imagine all the wonders there 
are unseen and unseeable in 
the world. 

“You tear apart the baby’s 
rattle and see what makes the 
noise inside, but there is a 
veil covering the unseen 
world which not the strongest 
man, nor even the united 
strength of all the strongest 
men that ever lived, could tear 
apart. Only faith, fancy, poetry, 
love, romance, can push aside 
that curtain and view and pic- 
ture the supernal beauty and 
glory beyond, Is it all real? 
Ah, Virginia, in all this world 
there is nothing else real and 
abiding. 

“No Santa Claus! Thank God 
he lives, and he lives forever. 
A thousand years from now, 
Virginia, nay 10 times 10,000 
years from now, he will con- 
tinue to make glad the heart of 
childhood.”

Fit to Be Tied 
With the Package 


ABOUT THIS TIME of the season I’m fit to be tied. 
But not fit to do any tying. Yes, I know you can buy those 
booklets which tell you how to wrap Christmas gifts pro- 
fessionaily and decoratively. I have one around here some- 
where if I could only find 
it under all this tissue. 
It’s full of just dandy sug- 
gestions about how to 
wrap a little bov’s pa- 
jamas so the gift looks 
like a cabin. cruiser. 
though frankly 1 would 
not care to be around a 
little boy who opened a 
boat-shaped package to 
find a pair of pajamas. It 
has helpful hints about 
how to disguise a necktie 
box as Santa Claus ane 
how to transform a dollar 
gift with the use of two 
dollars worth of sticky 
tape, and how to cut red 
ribbon to resemble the 
petals of a poinsettia. 


With all this help 
at my fingertips it’s 
hard to see why my 
packages always look as if they'd been shipped 
from a long distance under extremely adverse con- 
ditions. As if rain and sleet and snow hadn't stayed 
the postman but as if he’d slipped quite a bit along 
the way. Somehow I manage to take rolls of lovely 
pristine paper and crisp fresh ribbon and make 
them look as if they’d been salvaged from last 
year’s wrappings.

It isn’t as if I were completely untrained. As a wartime 
hospital aid I learned how to miter sheet corners. And if I 
could wrap my gifts in sheets I «now they’d turn out fine. 
It’s that exquisitely fragile star-studded paper that creases 
so beautifully, miters so beautifully, and then tears—right 
on the corner. 

Another problem I have is the type of gifts I seem to buy. 
They're shaped so peculiarly. Each year I promise myself 
that next year I'll buy nothing but wrist watches, diamond 
rings, and flat packages of common stocks. But each year I 
end up with things with long necks, wire legs and bulging 
sides. Here I call on my on-the-job training in the pots-and- 
pans division of the Cherokee street Neisner’s, but Neisner’s 
didn’t require us to make works of art of those pots and 
pans. All we had to do was cover them up. 

That's about all I do with my gifts. 

After vears of trying to attain fancy, exotic results, I 
now settle for one of three basic types. They are: 

1. The box. Ideal for shirts, dresses, neckties, books, 
and all those other fine regular shapes. Take one sheet of 
pretty paper. Let the folds fit the corners whenever pos- 
sible. Cover exposed folds with a loop of ribbon tied in 
simple knot. Conceal knot with gift card. He can always use 
shirts anyway. 


2. The soft package. Such 2s sweaters, socks 
and cheap neckties which do not come in boxes. 
Use thicker quality paper, that heavenly blue with 
lots of glitter. Keep vacuum cleaner handy for fall- 
ing glitter. Fasten with fancy sticky tape taking 
care not to let package fall open so tape sticks to 
sweater. Tape which sticks to sweater will not stick 
to paper. Use some practical colored twine to hold 
package together. 


3. The lump. This is that odd shaped package which 
refuses to be wrapped but is always welcome especially 
when it gurgles. Don’t fuss with it. Simply brings tissue 
paper up from all angles and squeeze together with ribbon. 
The kind that ties, not the kind that slips. 

And remember, it’s the gift and not the wrapping that 
counts. Better a simple package where mink is than an elab- 
orate imitation boat cancealing nothing but a pair of pa- 
jamas. The wrong size.

Comparison Can Hurt 


“STILL WATER RUNS DEEP,” the old saying goes. 
One little realizes sometimes how deeply the waters really 
run or what surges of feeling lie below a youngster’s quiet, 
reserved manner. 

Geraldine, 12, usually quiet and unobtrusive, burst 
forth one day in a torrent of words and tears. “It’s al- 
ways, Tom, Tom, Tom,” she sobbed. “I know he’s won- 
derful. I know he does everything just right, but I'll be 
glad, glad, glad, when he goes to college. I hope he never 
never comes back.” With that she ran upstairs to her 
room, slammed and locked the door. 


In telling about it her mother said, “I could 
hardly believe my ears. I sat down limp as a 
rag. Then I got mad. The more I thought about 
her talking like that to me the madder I got.” 
She said she went up to the girl’s room but she 
would neither answer nor open the door, With 
that she got madder than before. “Then,” she said, 
“I sat down and did some heavy thinking and, 
while I hated to admit it, I knew she had a point.” 


She did, too. From little childhood on Geraldine had 
been told how Tom, six years older, had been good about 
keeping his toys picked up, how he had always been obedi- 
ent and thoughtful, how he had begun to earn money 
when he was 8 and all along had saved for college. 

Geraldine knew that his high grades and many ath- 
letic awards were a source of great pride to both Mother 
and Dad. Her own grades were only average. No ath- 
letic awards were likely to come her way, for she was over- 
weight and had little interest in sports. As for money, 
it seemed to have a way of slipping right through her 
fingers. 

The mother said that there had been occasional ex- 
plosions before.

CHRISTMAS carols and

eve in St. Louis tomorrow night. 
will be no cause for celebrating. 


But in some homes there 
These are the dwellings 


which house the poverty-stricken and the unemployable, the 
handicapped children whose parents cannot afford medical 
treatment, the widows whose only income is public assistance, 


the aged, ill and the lonely. 


{t is for all of these that the 
Post-Dispatch has once again 
conducted its Christmas Fund 
Campaign, enabling readers to 
share their Christmas joy with 
those who have little. The 
generous response has insured 
a happier Christmas for hun- 
dreds. 


Cash contributions _§re- 
ceive? to date total $21 564. 


The fund, however, is still 
open and contributions will be 
accepted throughout the holi- 
day season. All money received 
today and tomorrow will be 
distributed in time for Christ- 
mas 

Gifts of cash are requested 
especially so that specific needs 
may be met. These needs 
might be for diet foods, den- 
tures, medical appliances, toys 
tor handicapped children, rent, 


fuel, or clothing. All money 
goes to the families. None is 
withheld for administrative 


costs. Cash gifts are tax-deduc- 
tible. 

Case stories published since 
Dec. 7 are from the files of 
the member agencies of the 
Health and Welfare Council 
of Metropolitan St. Louis. The 
council’s Christmas Bureau, 
established to channel Christ- 
mas given more effectively, is 
co-sponsor of the fund with 
the Post-Dispatch. 


Mrs. John S. McKay, chair- 
man of the Christmas Bureau, 
announced that all cases pub- 
lished to date in the Post-Dis- 
patch will be cared for through 
contributions already received. 
Many hundreds of other needy 
individuals will be assisted by 
the fund. 

“When a donor asks that his 
contribution be applied to a 
specific case, we gladly do so 


unless that case has already 
been cared for.” she said. 
“If another contributor has 


‘adopted’ an individual or fam- 
ily by sending in a check to 
cover the published needs, we 


ask permission to apply the 
gift to another case equally 
needy. 


“The published stories, al- 
though authentic and certified 
by case workers, are symbols 
of the many hundreds of St. 
Louisans who will face an un- 
happy Chrisimas unless others 
can share with them at this 
season.” 


Such additional aid as the 
Post-Dispatch fund supplies 
iS necessary, Mrs. McKay 
pointed out, because of in- 
adequate state public assist- 


ance, Usually, the amount 
given a family—and the 
breadwinner must be un- 


employable to qualify—is 80 
per cent of the family’s mini- 
mum needs, so that only the 
bare essentials may be pro- 
vided out of the _ limited 
monthly relief check. 

For instance, there is no 
provision in public welfare 
funds for such medical needs 
as wheelchairs, dentures or 
braces for adults and. unless 
the individual can purchase 
these from his limited wel- 
fare funds, or unless such 
outside aid as the Christmas 
fund is available, he must do 
without. 

Low-cost medical treat- 
ment, of course, is available 
through such sources as the 
Washington University and 
St. Louis University clinics, 
but those private agencies 
do not have sufficient money 
to provide all needed medical 
aids. 

The United Fund itself 
does not meet these specific 
needs since it gives no di- 
rect aid to individuals. Rath- 
er, it seeks funds to meet 
budgets for member agencies 
which, in turn, serve the in- 
dividual. 

However, many United 
Fund agencies have only 
emergency funds for such re- 
quirements as food, fuel and 
medicine. Agencies direct 
long-range plans of effective 
rehabilitation, guidance and 
counseling. Through their 
services, many families are 
able to become self-support- 
ing and withdraw from the 
public assistance rolls.

Health and Welfare Council's 
Volunteer Service Bureau, and 
Mrs. Robert Andre, adminis- 
trative assistant.

The father is a conscientious 
worker but he is unskilled and 
his low income hardly meets 
the necessities of the family.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23. 

AS THE DELIVERERS’ STRIKE continues, somehow 
I become a little more accustomed to being without New 
York newspapers. But I wonder whether the union leades 

ship, which apparently did not control its membership, has 
done a very good job of educating the members. 

I am told that it was the left-wing group within the 
union that would not agree to what the Jeaders thought was 
satisfactory, and this group won out only by a small ma- 
jority. Perhaps these members have not been fully enough 
informed as to the effects of a prolonged strike such as 
they have forced upon the newspapers and many other 
groups. 

Stores have lost enormously in sales; the news- 
papers have lost enormously in advertising; the 
public in general has been greatly inconvenienced. 

I have heard more grumbling about labor unions than 
I have heard for a very long time. This is bad public rela- 
tions. 

Members. of the deliverers’ union may have felt that 
a strike at this inconvenient time would bring about a 
quicker agreement, but that does not seem to have been 
the result. It has created a rift between people who should 
work together for their mutual benefit. 

AT THIS WRITING the Atlas satellite seems. to he 
corresponding regularly with us from space. 

I thing it is a good idea to forewarn the world when 
we are to launch a new missile or satellite into space. This 
is a new problem which nations involved in space explora- 
tion have to face, for with each new discovery new dan- 
gers as well as knowledge surely will appear.
